She told of the 
manner of her greeting from Ger- 
man officers, one in particular “one 
of those German noblemen, one of 
their supermen,” and of the infinitely 
better manners of the plain soldiers, 
husbands and fathers themselves. 
One officer, upon leaving her with 
many men quartered on her house- 
hold, said, “Now I know my men. 
If any trouble occurs here, remem- 
ber your house will be burned.”

Civil Service Board Declares 
Action Invalid. 


Men SuspendedPav no Heed 
to the Procedure. 


Walter A. Lewis, who insists that 
he is County Auditor despite his sus- 
pension by the Board of Supervisor“, 
yesterday waged a losing battle with 
the Civil Service Commission when 
that body refused to sustain his ac- 
tion in suspending three employees 
of the Auditor’s office. The commis- 
sion declared the suspensions with- 
out force and effect, that they were 


not fer the good of the service and 
the charges of insubordination were 
not justified by the facts. 

Upon his arrival in the County 
Auditor’s office yesterday morning, 
Mr. Lewis gave notice to A. J. Cox, 
who was appointed by the Super- 
visors to succeed him; H. E. Brown- 
son and Oliver P. Schureman, dep- 
uty County Auditors, that they were 
suspended for twenty-eight days 
without pay. : 

COMMISSION MEETS. 


The Civil Service Commission 
soon learned of the action and called 
a meeting for 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon. Mr. Lewis was present. The 
commissioners endeavored to induce 
him to withdraw the suspensions. 
stating that unless he did so they 
would be compelled to take drastic 
action. They asserted that there 
was no reason to assume that Mr. 
Lewis, if permitted ta continue, 
would not suspend the entire office 
force and that, of course, would be 
detrimental to the service. 

Commissioner Burger made his 
position clear in the matter. He 
said that Mr. Lewis had admitted 
that the three suspended deputies 
had not been discourteous in any 
manner and that the charge of in- 
subordination was not supported by 
the facts. 

“This commission does not want 
to take any action tn the matter be- 
cause We believe the courts should 
first settle the question of who ww 
County Auditor,” said Mr. Burger. 

“Our position its plain ‘enough, 
however. We must protect the em- 
ployees of the county in an emer- 
geney Uke this and will declare the 
action of Mr. Lewis invajid unless 
he will withdraw the suspensions.”

Hope played twice to her insistent 
public, is graceful, but lacking in 
originality, while the last movement 
failed in the cohesion of the first, 
being somewhat scattered in effect.
